Ambulances in St. Louis County 

Does St. Louis county enjoy adequate emer- 
gency ambulance service? The delay in getting 
ambulances to the scene of a fire in Jennings 
the other day suggests the need for a thor- 
ough examination of the question by the Coun- 
ty Council. \ | 

The county has no ambulances of its own. 
It relles on eight private undertaking and am- 
bulance firms to provide high speed service to 
its 400,000 residents spread out in an area of 
some 500 square miles. Until recently, there 
was hope that this relatively inexpensive serv- 
ice could be made to do, provided that prompt 
and competent first-aid was available at the 
scene. | 
But this system has one serious defect. The 
private ambulance operators have no official 
responsibility. If they are available, they re- 
spond; if not, the next nearest. firm is called 
and no questions asked. Generally they give 
reasonably good service when they can be 
reached. But the ambulance business is a side- 
line with them and there is no assurance that 
they will be available at any given hour. 

Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, superintendent of County 
Hospital, believes that the time has come for 
the county to assume responsibility for this serv- 


ice. We agree. Emergency treatment of the in- 


jured is a proper function of county government, 
requiring not only first-aid at the scene but a 


dependable ambulance service to assure prompt 


medical care at the hospital.

KAY’S MOVIE CAREER dates back to 1928 
when she starred in “Gentleman of the Press,” the 
fourth talkie ever made. The following year she 
went to the West Coast to become a top-flight 
star, but she never lost her love for the legitimate 
theater and she still prefers the bright lights of 
Broadway to the Kleig lights of Hollywood. When 
she finishes her current tour, which takes her on 
south into Florida before heading back northeast, 
she will look ior another Broadway role. It may 
be comedy or drama, but if it’s “good theater,” 
she'll be interested. 

Her Broadway career began in 1925 on an auspi- 
cious and dignified note in a Shakespearean pro- 
duction. 

“I had just come back from Europe,” she said, 
“and I had to get some kind of job to earn a 
living.” . 

The job turned out to be the role of the queen 
in Hamlet,“ in modern dress, and from there she 
went into Broadway productions, beginning with 
“Elmer, the Great,” opposite Walter Houston.

IT WAS THEN that the silents were giving way 
to the talkies in Hollywood and Broadway stars 
whose voices could be depended upon—received 
the first calls for pictures.

Born in Oklahoma City, daughter of Katherine 
Clinton, a former stage actress, Kay was dead set 
against the theater until she just stumbled into 
it via Shakespeare. 

“IT had heard mother talk about all the hard- 
ships, and I didn’t want that,” she said. “She al- 
ways told me what a difficult life it was in the 
theater, so I was very much against it as a 
career.” 

But once she got into it, she had so much fun 
she never was tempted to get out. 

“I had never appeared in a professional play in 
my life before I got that job in Hamlet,“ she said.
